W ill be eagerly followed by his party, and 
so we shall soon have an unwonted specta­ 
cle—a resistance to the Irish coercion bill, 
led by the greatest English statesmen, and 
m ainly carried on by one of the two Eng­ 
lish parties. The Irish members were, of 
course, held aloof as much as possible, in 
order to give their English allies a free 
hand in their novel and arduous task. 
H itherto the invariable practice of both 
English parties—when the Irish coercion 
bill was laid on the table—has been to for­ 
get their antagonisms for the holy pur­ 
pose, and unite and force it through.

The Government are also thinking of in 
troducing in the House of Lords, concur­ 
rently w ith the introduction of the coer­ 
cion bill in the Commons, a sort of emas­ 
culated edition of the Parnell land bill. 
Their idea seems to be to manage their 
land legislation by installments. 
First, 
they will bring in a bill giving the country 
Court Judges the power to stay the execu­ 
tion of evictions, and later on, will attem pt 
the passage of their wholesale purchase 
scheme. The concurrent introduction of 
the remedial and coercive measures will 
be a concession to the fears of the Liberal 
Unionist supporters of the Government 
These 
unhappy politicians are in the 
direst alarm and distress at having to 
vote for coercion, v, hich they distinctly 
pledged themselves against before the elec­ 
tion, and they hope that by insisting on a 
land bill at the same tim e will put them 
right before the country. This is grasping 
at a straw to save themselves from the po­ 
litical drowning that awaits when 
the 
country is next appealed to. 
One of the most prom inent of these 
British m ugwum ps—one of their whips, in 
fact—Mr. Caine, was last night booted from 
ihe platform by his own constituents, and 
pelted with snowballs when he left the 
meeting. There is nothing but wavering 
and consternation in the ranks of this ill- 
attired party, whose shifts and decisions 
will be one of the most interesting features 
of the coming struggle over coercion.

Jose Seville, who died in Lima, Peru, re­ 
cently, left over half a m illion dollars 
to be'appUed to the establishm ent in New 
York of an institution for the education of 
poor female children. 
Tiiomas Martin, a miuer iu the Silver 
Thread mine, near Tombstone, A. T., m et 
with a serious and probably fatal acci­ 
dent by the cage falling on him . The drop 
was thirty feet, and the cage could not be 
removed for fully two m inutes. 
The jury in the case of John J. O'Brien, 
charged with complicity in the San F ran ­ 
cisco harbor frauds, after being out all 
night, announced a disagreement. 
The 
jury stood one for acquittal and eleven for 
conviction. This was the fourth trial. 


A New- R a ilw a y C ar. 
■C. W. Sm ith, of this city, has invented a 
new railroad passenger car. 
It is practi­ 
cally indestructible and fire-proof. 
The 
principal horror attendant upon several 
railway disasters was the im prisonm ent of 
passengers by the timbers of wrecked cars, 
where they have been held until flames 
among the combustible material of which 
the cars were constructed burned them to 
death. 
Mr. Sm ith’s invention consists in 
the material and method of construction. 
A model has recently been constructed by 
L. Peterson, at 258 M arket street. Another 
model has been sent East, and a patent is 
expected to issue in about a week. The 
model at Mr. Peterson’s office shows the 
shape of an ordinary passenger car. 
It is, 
however, made up of very few pieces. The 
top is of one piece, the bottom of one piece 
and the two sides of one piece each. The 
materia! to be used is boiler iron. The 
pieces will be riveted together. 
An iron 
angle helps to biild the pieces together at 
the corners, top and bottom. 
Rivets run 
through the angle, through the side of the 
car and through an iron girder, which runs 
lengthwise of and strengthens the car. 
It 
is claimed that the car need not be heavier 
than the ordinary car, and that it can be 
made fully as ornam ental. 
Telescoping 
and destruction by fire are impossible. The 
seats may be filled with asbestos and cov­ 
ered with embossed leather to be fire­ 
proof.—S. F. Bulletin. 


A P henom enon.—Frank Powers discov­ 
ered imbedded in the gravel of the creek, 
a piece of petrified wood one day this week, 
which has been regarded by those who 
have seen it as a phenomenon. 
It is about 
four inches long, and in shape is like the 
handle of a toothbrush. Through one end 
of it is the piece of a small nail, the ends 
of which protrude one from each side and 
are crystallized. The fact of the foreign 
substance being a nail was proven by filing 
it off until the shape and iron could be 
plainly seen. 
Another curious thing con­ 
nected w ith it is the rapid crystallization 
of the part exposed to the air by the file, a 
fresh crystal coating forming within a few 
hours.

H e said it was not necessary 
in order to prove an attem pt to put a dy­ 
nam ite bomb on the track of the railway, 
that tlie defendant should be caught plac­ 
ing it there, or that he should even be in 
the imm ediate vicinity of the track. It was 
sufficient to show that he had a definite in ­ 
tention to place the bom b where it would 
do damage to the track. 
The fact that he 
had the bomb in his possession at an early 
hoar in the morning, anil that be ran 
away from the policemen, were strong evi­

intention, which 
amounted to an attem pt. 
The jury retired at half-past 10 o’clock, 
and returned in eight m inutes with a ver­ 
dict oi guiity. The prisoner did not seem 
to be at all disturbed by the verdict, but his 
wife was considerably affected. He will be 
sentenced on Saturday.

‘‘THE CZAK W EPI.” 


It is related by the latest cablegrams 
that when the Czar heard of the narrow 
escape lie had from the Nihilist assassins on 
Tuesday, lie wept. If only the tears lieshed 
were those of contrition, some hope for the 
political slaves of Russia might lie enter­ 
tained. 
But they were not. Alexander 
will harden his heart the more, and the 
stiller will grow his neck, until imprisoned 
democracy in Russia hursts its bonds and 
sweeps Czars and all attendant little des­ 
potisms out of the way of the car of pro­ 
gress. 
The methods of the Russian revolution­ 
ists, when they take the form of bomb- 
throwing and assassination all right think­ 
ing men abhor; they are infamous beyond 
the limit of any possible excuse. But let 
us not forget that the Czar of Russia is 'an 
absolute autocrat. 
The principle that all 
true governments spring from the consent 
of the governed, lie utterly scorns. W ith­ 
out constitutional warrant, without even 
the semblance of representation of the peo­ 
ple, the Crown formulates decrees that be­ 
come laws, and are perfect symbols of the 
absolute personal rule of one man over 
millions of his fellow-men. Of course, in 
any nation claiming to be enlightened 
such domination cannot endure. The very 
atmosphere of the age repels the sugges­ 
tion that it is possible of long continuance. 
The sect known as the Nihilists receives 
little or no sympathy in America, because 
their methods are those of wanton murder. 
But we cannot deceive ourselves concern­ 
ing tlie facts—the Nihilists are not of a 
class; on the contrary, they embrace peas­ 
ant and nobleman, landed proprietor and 
emancipated serf, the merchant and the 
aristocrat, the student and the scavenger, 
the men of science, art and letters, and the 
rag-pickers of the gutter. A cause that is 
so comprehensive in the membership that 
clusters about it cannot he without strength 
for victory. 
We are not holding for the 
Nihilists and their methods, but we look 
at the facts as they present in every-day 
news. 
They convince men at all open to 
reason that there is a struggling spirit of 
democracy in Russia that must dominate 
some day. 
Its methods now are barbarous; 
possibly it does not know its own desire 
fully ; it may not, probably does not, look 
much beyond its present, or have any broad 
conception of self-government. 
It has no 
comprehensive idea ol a republic, it is not 
even striving for that end; it asks for a con­ 
stitution with 
guarantees for personal 
rights exceedingly limited, and which 
American citizens would not consider at 
all liberal. 
But this sentiment is backed by unques­ 
tioned heroism of devotion. 
Men, who 
day in and day out place life iu the nether 
balance for liberty and enfranchisement; 
whom the rigors of Siberia, the slavery in 
deep-earth mines, the knout and the scaf­ 
fold have for twenty years failed to subdue; 
men of all degrees who sacrifice home, 
houses, lands, family, all, for political free­ 
dom ; who do not hesitate to yñstify the 
crimes of the assassin by the ends sought 
to be attained—such spirits are the fore­ 
runners and prophetic couriers of the 
gospel of human liberty. 
They have 
been taught by the iron hand of Czarism 
and by ages of tyrannous rule, that cruelty 
is a means to political ends; that the» 
power to take life justifies the crime in a 
king; that oppression, slavery, servitude, 
are the part of Russian subjects, and free­ 
dom a thing for rulers only; that the 
thought of the soul must not be uttered in 
Russia except by those willing to exchange 
it for Arctic terrors; that a plea for 
liberty means banishment, and a word for 
political manhood is a self-uttered decree 
of death on the scaffold. 
W hat else can we expect in such a 
country except Nihilism and its dynamite 
methods? W hile we abhor them, while 
we condemn assassins, let us not forget 
that these men of Russia have been 
scourged to this condition ; that, after all, 
their cry is for liberty such as we enjoy; 
that they have never known the blessings 
which enshrine us sovereign in manhood's 
right, 
and 
that 
the declaration 
of 
rights for which they sutler and die reads 
strangely like our own, for which we con­ 
quered to independence; that there is not 
a single claim or petition in the bill they 
present for a solitary right that American 
citizens do not enjoy in a degree five-fold 
greater. 


T he vote in Oakland for a high license 
system is 
somewhat 
remarkable. 
As 
shown l>y the press of that city, it was 
called for on brief notice. 
There was no 
specially organized campaign by the high 
license advocates; 
no special effort, in­ 
deed, made for the cause. 
Yet in the 
midst of comparative quiet, so far as what 
we call “ agitation” is concerned, out of 
j.parly 5,(00 votes cast, high license was | 


carried by over 500 majority, 
L nless tne 
men in the business of selling liquor are 
wholly blind and perverse, they will read 
such a manifestation aright. And the 
truth is, they are awake to the fact that a 
sentiment is abroad that means regulation, 
and they ought to see also that it is hope­ 
less to contend against it. The far better 
policy for them is to themselves propose 
to the authorities everywhere reasonable 
high license, before all over the country 
it is made excessive. The worst policy 
inuagurated was that behind tiie hill in 
the late Legislature to prohibit licenses 
for sale of liquor being levied in excess of 
$25 a quarter. We can understand the 
fear that prompted the effort to pass the 
bill, but cannot comprehend the total lack 
of business wisdom displayed in promoting 
the measure. The friends of the bill were 
told then that it would prove a boomerang, 
and the Oakland election is the first 
response. The fact that the bill referred 
to was urged for passage was a potent in­ 
fluence in that city on election day, and 
made use of. 
We are not discussing this 
question from any sentimental standpoint; 
we are simply treating of facts as they are 
daily developing, and to which no man 
can close his eyes. 
If the better men in 
the liquor business in other parts of the 
State than Oakland are wise in their own 
interests, they will not invoke these high 
license contests, but will, by the affirmative 
action suggested, unite with those who, 
like the men of the New York Chamber 
of Commerce insist upon the shutting up 
of the dives and the miserable haunts 
where vice and crime consort. 


N ot since the war of freight rates has 
there been such a gorge of incoming 
freight over the overland railway lines as 
at present. The cause is the interstate 
commerce law, which goes into effect April 
1st, when a new adjustment of rates is to 
be made. 
It is therefore turning out pre­ 
cisely as was predicted—the new law 
menaces through freights. The competing 
steamer lines, it is reported by the San 
Francisco press, will not be slow to im­ 
prove their opportunities, and will ad­ 
vance rates correspondingly, keeping just 
below the railroad figure, and as a “starter” 
Pacific Mail has already made a “ raise” 
of 30 per cent. Clipper ship rates are also 
putting on the screws, for why should 
ships carry for a bottom figure when they 
can as well as not get a higher one. Who 
is to he benefited by all this? Surely not 
the through shipper, not the consumer, nor 
yet the shippers to way stations. Their 
rates will not decline to the level of the 
old competition tariff, for no road could be 
operated a day on such a scale. It will 
presently develop, as we have uniformly 
held, that the law will be complained of as 
discriminating; as putting new taxes upon 
the people, and as hindering the current 
cf commerce. Then will come petitions 
for exemptions, and as these are granted 
the law will begin to grow weak and 
flaccid, and befpre long it will cease to be 
operative to all practical purposes. In the 
meantime both railroad corporations and 
the people will be compelled to suffer pun­ 
ishment, but eventually the laws of trade 
and commerce will assert themselves, and 
the devices of legislation to divert and in­ 
terrupt them will give way. 


B r it is h patriotism and love of country 
is to be greatly stimulated, and all its 
latent forces drawn out by the Queen’s 
jubilee celebrations. 
The 
ceremonies 
throughout the empire will cost much 
money, but it will all be expended among 
the people of the realm, and tend not in­ 
considerably to aid irdustries. 
Whatever 
it costs, it will contribute to the cementing 
of the great empire, and the bringing of 
the people into closer sympathy with each 
other. Victoria will receive from America 
cordial congratulation, and the respect and 
admiration her career as Queen of a 
mighty empire inspires among the people 
of the republic. A half a hundred years 
upon the English throne, with none mean­ 
while to charge her with ili-intent, with 
unwomanly conduct, with impure motive, 
with grave mistake, with weak judgment, 
with unholy desire or unwarranted ambi­ 
tion, is a record of which the aged Queen 
may well be so proud as to challenge his­ 
tory to present its parallel. 


E v e n th e A lta, w hich is confessedly a 
po litical cham pion, cannot repress its dis­ 


gust at boss m ethods and th e neglect of th e 
“ too-good” citizen to do h is duty. I t says: 
When party primaries should be attended bv 
all good citizens, because they arc the source of 
public action under our polity, the man whose 
independence in fortune should make him a 
lover of the institutions which protect his prop­ 
erty, dismisses 
the 
obligation 
by saying, 
•' There's nothing in it for m e ;" and the pri­ 
maries are run by those w ho intend to get some­ 
thing out of it by despoiling the treasury to the 
cost of the man who has property, and is indif­ 
ferent to the processes which lead up to its 
spoliation, because participation in their purifi­ 
cation makes him no immediate visible re­ 
turn. Politics has been too long left to those 
who see something in it for them, and in propor­ 
tion as that spirit has iuvaded the field ol party 
action, patriotism has retreated. 
Precisely. And unless citizens who love' 
their country because it is theirs rally 
presently, the retreat will become a rout, 
and they will find themselves quite as 
literally slaves to men they despise as they 
are now in danger of becoming. 


Say~ the Epoch: “ That three Alder­ 
men should have been branded as common 
felons for what has been regarded as an 
ordinary stroke of political business in 
the circles whence 
Aldenuen 
chiefly 
spring, is a lesson which will not be lost 
either on the ward bosses or their follow­ 
ing.” 
Oh, yes, but it will. That a few 
wolves fall by the wayside never checks 
the onset of the pursuing gang. 
So long 
as the simple, sweet and domestic citizen 
toasts his toes at home and leaves to the 
bosses and their lamlis the management of 
party caucuses and primaries, just so long 
will bosses, b-iodlers and such ilk rule. 


O n e of the Birectors of the Topolo- 
bampo colony scheme writes to an Eastern 
journal confessing the collapse of that 
gigantic swindle. On Saturday last, in an 
extended notice of the sufferings of the 
colonists, we expressed the conviction that 
it Is a huge swindle, “put up” hv a crank 
or a rascal. It is not unlikely that^ie has 
both distinguishing traiu, crankiness and 
dishonesty.

THE STATE TEXT-BOOKS. 


T he P la n A iloptril fu r T h eir D istribution 
by th e L aw J u s t P assed . 
The Governor has approved Senate Bill 
No. 426, which provides for the sale and 
distribution of the State series of school 
text-books. Nearly every family in the 
State is interested, and we give below the 
method of.distribution as provided in the 
bill: 
All orders for text-books shall be made on the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, and shall 
be accompanied by cash, in payment tor the 
same, at the price fixed by the State Board of 
Education as the cost price at Sacramento; pro- 
vtried, that if the books are to be shipped by 
mail, the cost ol postage shall also accompany 
the order. The following persons shall he en­ 
titled to order boobs: 
1. County Superintendents of Schools, lor the 
use of teachers, parents and pupils in their 
counties only. 
2. Principals of State Normal Schools, for I heir 
own and lor the use of m e pupils iu ilieir re­ 
spective schools only. 
Tne Secretary or Clerk of any school dis­ 
trict in the State, w hether incorporated or 
operating under the general law of the State, 
for the use of the pupils in such districtbn'.y; 
but no books ordered by the Couuty Superin­ 
tendents, or Clerks of liistrict Boards of Trus­ 
tees. or Principals of State Noi mal Schools, shall 
be sold at a price exceeding the cost price ut 
Sacramento, w ith the actual cost of freight and 
cartage added. 
4. Any retail dealer who shall first transm it 
to the State Superintendent of Public instruc­ 
tion an affidavit duly subscribed by him in sub­ 
stance as iollowa, to w it: 
“ In consideration of receiving for sale, upon 
the inclosed or upon any future order, the series 
of school text-books, or any part thereof, pub­ 
lished by the State of California, I hereby agree 
that I will not sell the same to any person or 
persons for the purpose of lieing sold again, or 
to any person of persons bevoud ihe limits of 
the State of California, and that I will not sell 
said scries of text-books, or any part or portion 
thereof, at a price exceeding the price to the 
pupil fixed by the State Board of Educution.” 
Said affidavit shall be indorsed by the County 
Superintendent in the following words, viz; 
" 1 hereby certify that A. B. is a regular retail 
dealer in school books in this county. 
“ C. D., County Superintendent.” 
It shall be the duty of the State Superintend­ 
ent of Public Instruction to furnish ut once to 
eacli Couuty Superintendent, for the use of any 
dealer in his county who may apply for per­ 
mission to sell the books of tlie State series, 
printed copies of tlie above affidavit, together 
with tlie list of prices of such books fixed as the 
cost price at Sacramento, and tlie price to the 
1 ipii, and any dealer who shall fail to comply 
with the conditions of such affidavit shall lor- 
feit his right to any further purchase ol said 
books from the State. And it shall be the duty 
of the Superintendent of Public Instruction to 
report to the State Controller, on or Defore the 
5th day of every month, the number of books 
sold by him duriug the preceding mouth, and 
pay the moneys received for tlie same into the 
State treasury. It shall also be the duty ol tlie 
Superintendent of State Printing, on or before 
the 5th day of every month, to report to the 
State Controller the num ber and value of the 
books shipped by him on the order of the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, and tlie 
num ber and value of the finished books oil 
hand. 
It shall be Ihe duty of the Boards of Supervi­ 
sors of the counties or cities aud counties, in 
this State, to provide a revolving fund, for the 
purpose of enabling the Couuty School Superin­ 
tendents to purchase the Stete text books; all 
moneys to lie taken therefrom to be replaced by 
the moneys received from the sale of said books 
to the scholars of the public schools of his coun­ 
ty, either by himscit, or by the teachers of tlie 
public schools, or tlie Clerks of Boards of Dis­ 
trict Trustees. 
All school books compiled by the State shall 
be furnished to the public school children of the 
State at the coat of printing, publishing and dis­ 
tributing the same, sa id cost to be ascertained 
and fixed by the State Board of Education on or 
before the 15th day of June of each school year; 
and it is further enacted that the cost of distri­ 
bution shall be taken to lie rost of postage re­ 
quired for mailing each book. 
And this Act shall be in lorce from and after 
its passage. 
The price list has been fixed by the State 
Board of Education as follows : 
First Reader, at Sacramento, 15 cents; by 
mail or purchased from bookseller, 20 
cents. 
Second Reader, at Sacramento, 30 cents; 
by mail or purchased from bookseller, 38 
cents. 
Third Reader, at Sacramento, 40 cents; 
by mail or purchased irom bookseller, 52 
cents. 
Speller, at Sacramento, 20 cents; by mail 
or purchased from bookseller, 20 cents. 
The above prices were fixed by the 
former State Board of Education, and it 
will be seen that a set of the Readers sent 
by mail to any part of the State costs the 
consumer $1 10, while a set of the Readers 
now in use costs from $2 50 to $3 05. Su­ 
perintendent Hoitt thinks that the Board 
at its next meeting will make the price of 
the Second Reader to the pupil 40 cents, in­ 
stead of 38 cents, and of the Third Reader 
50 cents, instead of 52 cents, thus making 
the cost of a set the same as now, but the 
price of each book a multiple of five, so 
that change can he easily made by parents 
and pupils purchasing. 
The dealers will make the difference be­ 
tween the cost of freight and postage, and 
the consumer who buys his books of the 
dealer will save a two-cent stamp required 
to send his order to Sacramento and the 
cost of a postal note or money order. If 
the people of any district prefer to send, 
through their Clerk, direct to the State 
Superintendent for their books, instead of 
purchasing of their local dealers, they have 
that privilege. It would seem that not 
only will the people bo protected, but 
accommodated by the plan of distribution 
adopted.

Amendment Number One. 


To p ro p o se to th e p eo p le o f th e S tate an 
am e n d m e n t to th e C o n stitu tio n o f th e 
S tate, re la tiv e to th e J u d ic ia ry D e p a rt­ 
m en t. 


Resolved, That the Legislature of the State of 
California, at its regular session, commencing 
on the third day of January, A. D. eighteen h u n ­ 
dred and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all the 
members elected to each ot the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Sections two and three, of Article 
VI., of the Constitution ot said State, be 
amended so as to read as follows: 


Section 2. The Supreme Court shall consist of 
seven Justices. Ih e Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court, in office at the time of the adop- 
tioirof this amendment to the Constitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices ot the cu­ 
preine’ Court for the rem ainder of the terms to 
which they were respectively elected. The Jus­ 
tices shall elect one of their num ber to be Chief 
Justice, and he shall hold the office of Chief 
Justice of said Court for a term of two years. 
At the expiration of the term of the Chief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two years thereafter, 
the Justices shall elect a Chief Justice for a like 
term of two years. An entry of the election of 
such Chief Justice shall be m adeinthem inutts 
of the Court and signed by four Justices. When­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy‘occurs in the office of 
Chief Justice, a like election shall be had to 
fill such office for the unexpired term. Ih e Su­ 
preme Court may sit in departments or in bank, 
and shall always be open for the transaction of 
business. There shall be two departments, de­ 
nominated respectively, Department One and 
DepaitmentTwo. The Chief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each depurtment, aud 
such assignment may be changed by him from 
time to time. The Justices shall becompetent to 
sit in either department, and may interchange 
with each other by agreement among them ­ 
selves or as ordered by the Chief Justice. Each 
of the departments shall have the i*ower to hear 
and determine causes and all questions arising 
therein, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to tne Court in bank. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in either of the depart­ 
ments, except such as may be done at cham ­ 
ber*. and the concurrence of two Justices shall 
l»e necessary to pronounce a judgment. The 
Chief Justice shall apportion the business to 
the departments, and may. in his discretion, 
order any cause pending before the Court to be 
heard and decided by the Court in bank. The 
order may be made before or alter judgment 
E renounced by a departm ent; bat where a cause 
as been allotted to one of the departments, and 
a judgm ert pronounced thereon, th e ótdermust 
be made within thirty days after such judgment, 
and concurred in by two Justices, and if so 
made it shall have the effect to vacate and set 
aside the judgment. Any four Justices may, 
either before or after judgm ent by a depart­ 
ment, order a case to be neard in bank. If the 
order be not made within the time above lim­ 
ited, the judgm ent shall be final. No judgment 
by u departm ent shall become final until the 
expiration of the period ot thirty days a ’ore- 
said, unless, approved by the Chief Justice, in 
writing, with the concurrence of two Justices. 
Ih e Chief Justice may convene the Court m 
bank at any time, and shall be the presid­

In the determ ination of 
causes all decisions of the Court in bank, or in 
departments, shall be given in writing, aud the 
grounds of the decision shall be stated. The 
Chief Justice may- sit in either department, and 
shall preside when so siting, but the Justices 
assigned to each departm ent shall select one of 
their number as presiding Justice. In case of 
the absence Of the Chief Justice from the place 
at which the Court is held, or his inability to 
act. the Associate Justices shall select one of 
their own num ber to perform the duties and ex­ 
ercise the powers o! the Chief Justice during 
such absence or inability to act. The Supreme 
Court Commission, created by the Act of the 
Legislature approved March twelfth, eighteen 
hundred and eiglity-five, shall continue and be 
a Supreme Court Commission for four years after 
the adoption of this amendment. Said Com­

The members thereof and Secretan* shall be ap­ 
pointed as in said Act provided; and such Com­ 
missioners shall be subject to removal in like 
manner as Judges of the Supreme Court. Said 
Commission shall have the same power to hear 
and determine causes possessed by a depart­ 
ment of the Supreme Court; and causes may be 
assigned to the Commission in the same man­ 
ner they are assigned to a department, and after 
decision they may be ordered heard in bunk In 
the same way, and with like restrictions as if 
decided in department. The judgments of the 
Commission shall be entered as the judgments 
of the Court. The Commission shall sit at such 
times and piares as may be designated by the 
Court, but such Commissioners shall not exer­ 
cise any judicial functions except when assem­ 
bled as a Commission, and then they shall only 
have the power to hear and determine such 
causes as may have been assigned to them. 


Section 2». The Justices of the Supreme Court 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of the 
S ate at large, at the general State elections, and 
the times and places at which State officers are 
elected: and tne term of office shall be twelve 
years from and after the first Monday after the 
first day of January next succeeding their elec­ 
tion. Three Justices shall be elected for the full 
term at the general State election held in eight­ 
een hundred and ninety; aud at the generul elec­ 
tion held every fourth year thereafter, two 
Justices shall be elected for full terms of twelve 
years, except that in every twelfth year there­ 
after, three Justices shall be elected for full 
tenns. If the Chief Justice, or any Justice, be­ 
comes permanently disqualified, either m en­ 
tally or physically, to perform the duties of his 
office, and sm-h fact is certified to the Governor 
by five Justices, one of whom may be the Chief 
Justice iu case of the disability of a Justice, the 
office of such disqualified person becomes im ­ 
mediately vacant, and he rnall be paid a retir­ 
ing salary of two hundred and fifty (.250) dollars 
per month for the remainder of his term. If a 
vacancy exist or occur in the office of a Justice, 
the Governor shall appoint a person to hold the 
office for the rem ainder of the unexpired term.

FINE IMPROVEMENTS. 
How Enterprising Merchants in Sacra­ 
mento Improve Their Premises. 
Daring the past year there have been 
many improvements in the business blocks 
of J and K streets, many of the old land­ 
marks have been torn down and structures 
of modern architectural beauty reared in, 
their stead. The discordant store fronts on 
the southeast corner of Fourth and K 
streets, then extending along K about one- 
third of the block, familiarly known to all 
as the Mechanics’ Store, Weinstock & Lu­ 
bin proprietors, have recently been replaced, 
as if by magic, with one of the finest dis­ 
play fronts on the coast, and does great 
credit to the enterprising proprietors. 
At a first glance the entire front, of up­ 
wards of 120 feet on K street by 13 feet in 
bight, appears to be composed of continu­ 
ous plate glass, but on examination there 
are found to be three large, magnificent en- 
trance-ways, with broad and deep vesti­ 
bules, the floo:S of which are white mar­ 
ble, with black and variegated borders of 
the same material, and with brass thresh­ 
olds. The great doors are of solid ma­ 
hogany, hung with double-acting bronze 
hinges. The immense show-windows are 
three in number. Two of these are subdi­ 
vided into three, and the other into two 
compartments, with silver bars and revolv­ 
ing shutters coiling underneath their floors. 
By this arrangement the three large wind­ 
ows can be changed into seven, each larger 
than the average-sized show-window. 
The iron and wood-work is richly deco­ 
rated with ornamental tiling in gold and 
black. The entire sidewalk on K and 
Fourtli streets is covered with an awning 
composed of corrugated iron, on which is a 
balcony four feet wide, protected by a neat 
wrought-iron railing, and supported by 
substantial wrought-iron brackets, thus dis­ 
pensing with the old conventional posts, giv­ 
ing a light and airy effect, and a full view 
of the entire front. The design reflects 
credit on the architect, Wm. H. Hamilton, 
of this city. 
INTERIOR ARRANGEMENTS. 
By the internal changes, notions, station­ 
ery, jewelry and other goods of that class, 
which formerly occupied a cramped space 
in the center of the store, have been moved 
forward to a position backing the new 
plate-glass front—a change which cannot 
hut prove of great convenience to the 
patrons of the house. The space occupied 
by notions is now used for baby 
carriages, clocks, silverware, etc. 
In 
the shoe 
room 
the shelving has 
been extended to the ceiling. 
This 
plan places the full line of sizes in any 
shoe within quick reach ol the salesman, 
and will thus facilitate the serving of trade. 
One of the most noticeable improve­ 
ments is the doing away with the old arch­ 
ways, which threw a cross stream of traffic 
through several departments. By the new 
arrangement these departments present un­ 
broken lines of shelving, and henceforth 
their trade will be conducted without the 
interruption of outside business. 
The 
whole basement floor is undergoing com­ 
plete change. Many lines of goods for 
which customers have had to go down 
stairs will hereafter he shown on the main 
floor. The mail order department is to oc­ 
cupy the basement and main floor of the 
newly-3cquired property on the east—110 
K street. 
The Use of the Sack. 
A. J. Rhoads, of this city, through his at­ 
torney, W. A. Anderson, has brouebt suit 
in the Superior Court against AY. B. Carr to 
recover the sura of $680, with interest and 
costs of suit. It seems to be understood 
that this money was advanced to certain 
members of the Legislature by plaintiff, in 
the interest of defendant, while the subject 
of irrigation was being considered during 
the special session of the law-makers in 
1886. The complaint recites as follows :

2. That in consideration thereof, the de­ 
fendant promised to pay each and all of 
said sums so paid to plaintiff, to wit, the 
sum of $680. 
3. That since said payments at the re­ 
quest of defendant as aforesaid, this plain­ 
tiff, prior to the commencement of this suit, 
has frequently demanded the payment of 
the same from the defendant, but he lias 
not paid the same or any part thereof, and 
the whole of said snm, to wit, $680, still re­ 
mains due, owing and unpaid from defend­ 
ant to plaintiff.

THE KASSON MURDER. 
Search Being Made for the Perpetrators 
of the Deed. 
The police have information that John 
K bssod, who was found dead near Florin 
last Sunday, with two bullet holes in his 
breast, went up to Stockton from San Fran­ 
cisco early last week on the “ ten cent ” 
steamer,, and on Wednesday or Thursday 
left the former city to look for work, being 
accompanied by four others, a white man 
and boy, a colored man, short and heavy, 
and another, either a half-breed or a negro. 
They were in Elk Grove on Friday, the 
day previous to the murder, but did not 
stay together much, as they were inquiring 
for employment, but frequently met. The 
only person in the party possessed of any 
money was Kasson. One of the colored 
men had a pistol. For various reasons 
these companions of the deceased are be­ 
lieved to know the circumstances under 
which he died. Yesterday morning Chief 
Dillnian received a dispatch from Consta­ 
ble Bevans, of Wheatland, stating that the 
two colored, and white tramp, had been 
seen together near that place, and inquir­ 
ing whether they were wanted for the Kas­ 
son murder. The Chief not having any 
fund from which to pay the expenses of a 
search for the murderers, turned the matter 
over to Sheriff Drew, who, although there 
is no special provision in the law for the 
payment of expenses, the matter being at 
the discretion of the Supervisors, imme­ 
diately prepared to go after the suspected 
parties, Dut as a preliminary step at once 
wired Constable Bevans to arrest the men, 
and answer when they were in custody. 
The desired notification was not received 
here during the day, and Sheriff Drew con­ 
cluded not to go up to Wheatland until the 
arrests were made. It is known that the 
boy who was with the party at Elk Grove 
separated from them there. A brisk search 
will be inaugurated for Kasson’s murder­ 
ers, and the Governoi wili be urged to offer 
a reward for their arrest and conviction 
before the trail becomes too cold to follow. 
The First Case. 
The first case under the new law making 
it grand larceny to steal a dog, as it is to 
steal other domestic animals, occurred in 
this city yesterday. Mike Martin, proprie­ 
tor of a saloon on K street, between Front 
and Seeond, has been the possessor of a 
fine St. Bernard pup, for which he says he 
would not have taken $20. Between 9 and 
10 o’clock yesterday forenoon the dog dis­ 
appeared from the saloon, and parties told 
Martin that Patrick McCoy, who had been 
there a short time before, had been seen 
enticing the dog to follow him. Martin 
went in search of McCoy and the dog. but, 
though he visited every place where his 
man might be expected to be found, the 
hunt was unavailing. About noon, how­ 
ever, McCoy returned to Martin's saloon, 
hut minus the dog, and declared that he 
knew nothing about the animal. Martin 
determined to have him arrested, and was 
about to send for an officer, when officer 
Farrell appeared on the scene and made 
McCoy his prisoner. Martin, in narrating 
the facts of the case, remarked, “ I read an 
item in the R eco bi> U n io n this morning 
about the new dog law, and thought it a 
good thing, but I had no idea I would be 
first to have use for it.” Farrell laughingly 
says that tiffs first arrest under the new 
taw should swell his record finely, and 
make him “ solid” for re-election when 
the Police Commissioners meet to select 
officers for the next two years.

THE POLITICAL SENSATION. 


H as Com missioner Sparks attem p ted to 
Knife Cleveland? 
W is im e ftE , March lGib.—[Special.]— 
A sensational story is published to-day to 
the effect that Commissioner Sparks, of the 
General Land Office, has written letters to 
New York politicians, advising the nom i­ 
nation o f Governor Hill as the next Demo­ 
cratic -candidate for President, to defeat 
Cleveland. It is asserted that these letters 
are in the possession of Ld. Stokes, propri­ 
etor of the Hoffman House, New York. 
The storv goes 
that ex-Kepresentative 
Hurd, of Ohio, is attorney for the Nevada 
Bank, of San Francisco; 
that John W . 
Mac Kay has an interest in that bank, and. 
as everybody knows, Mackay is the backer 
ot 
Stokes in the Hoffman House, in 
the Bankers’ and M erchants’ Telegraph 
Company, and in other enterprises. The 
Nevada Bank has pending before the Com­ 
missioner of Public Lands a claim for 
some $500,000 or so. H urd is the attorney 
for the prosecution of that claim. 
John 
A. Benson has the contract for surveying 
vast quantities of public lands in Cali­ 
fornia, Utah, Nevada, Arizona, and other 
parts of the West, and there being no 
money available to pay him lor bis work, 
he was given certificates, which he got 
cashed at the Nevada Bank to the extent 
of half a million dollars ot- so. These cer­ 
tificates were sent on to W ashington, were 
audited in the Treasury Departm ent and 
then paym ent ordered by D urham , First 
Comptroller. 
They 
were sent to the 
Land 
Office 
for 
payment, 
but 
Sparks 
rejected 
them . 
H e 
charged 
that the contracts were conoeived in 
fraud and executed in iniquity. It was a 
conspiracy to rob th e Government and to 
swindle poor taxpayers. H e did not dis­ 
pute that Benson bad surveyed the lands, 
or that he had been ordered to do so by 
Sparks’ predecessor in office. The contracts 
were legal on their face, and there was no 
evidence th at they had not been executed. 
But there had been no need of m aking the 
surveys. The lands in great part were 
barren deserts, on which no man could 
live, and to survey thptu was a wicked 
waste of m oney; hence he declined to pay 
the bills. 
It made Comptroller Durham very indig­ 
nant that an account which he had ap­ 
proved had been pronotmced a fraud and a 
swindle, whereupon the Comptroller ad­ 
dressed a letter to Sparks, directing him to 
pay the Benson claim at once, assuming to 
be bis superior officer. 
Sparks rep! ied prom ptly and peremptorily 
that he would not do it—th at the claim 
was a fraud, and be knew it, and as long as 
he was Commissioner of Public Lands it 
wouid not be paid. H e also denied that 
Durham was his superior officer, aud de­ 
clined to be dictated to by him . 
The question was referred to the A ttor­ 
ney-General, who was asked 
to decide 
which was the bigger m an, D urham or 
Sparks. Garland sent the conundrum to 
the Solicitor-General for an answer, and 
the latter decided that they were independ­ 
ent of each other, so far as they were offi­ 
cially concerned: th at Sparks had no au­ 
thority to review a decision of D urham ’s, 
and D urham had no right to direct Sparks 
what he should or should not do. 
The 
execution of a w arrant on the Treasury 
was discretionary w ith an officer like 
Sparks, who had a right to w ithhold the 
payment of accounts that had been exam ­ 
ined and allowed at the Treasury, provided 
he felt there was good reason for so doing. 
In the Benson claim Sparks insisted there 
was fraud, aud if he believed it, he was 
manifestly right in declining to order its 
payment. 
Commissioner Sparks said to your corre­ 
spondent to-day that the whole story was 
a fabrication; that he had never written 
letters advising the nom ination of H ill, 
aud challenged their production. 
In rela­ 
tion to the disagreement between him self 
and First Comptroller Durham , he said 
that his reasons for disallowing the Benson 
claims were misstated. They were under 
contracts made by his predecessor, it wa9 
true, he said, but the surveys had never 
been made. 
H e disallowed the contracts, 
not because they ought not to have been 
made, bat because service under contracts 
had never been performed. 
The genera! opinion exists that the story 
was published for the purpose of bulldoz­ 
ing Sparks into the paym ent of the claim. 
Sparks has been a close friend of the Presi­ 
dent. and if it could be shown he had been 
unfaithful to Cleveland he would not he 
likely long to retain his place.

THE CHICAGO ANARCHISTS. 


The F ederal A ttorney Condemns 
the 
Policy of th e Mayor. 
. 
Chicago, March 16th.—United States At­ 
torney G rinnell went to Ottawa to-night to 
file with the State Supreme Court his-brief 
in the Anarchists' case. 
The document 
consists of two volumes—one on the facts, 
the other on the law. The first volante 
contains 342 octave pages, and the second 
205. Solomon and Zeizler, of counsel for 
defendants, accompanied Grinnell to Ot­ 
tawa, where arguments in the case will be 
opened to-morrow. G rinnell closes his re­ 
cital of the facts with the following refer­ 
ence to the policy of Mayor H arrison in 
perm itting incendiary utterances at A n­ 
archist meetings on the lake front and else­ 
where : 
“ If, daring the years preceding the Hay- 
m arket bomb-throwing, the meetings at 
which sedition 
and assassination were 
openly advocated had heen dispersed, the 
massacre at H aym arket would not have 
occurred. No better illustration of the ef­ 
fects of a fearless enforcement of the law 
is seen than in the fact that, as soon as 
Johann Most had suffered the penalty im- 
E 


osed upon him by the English law for 
is incendiary utterances, he left the soil 
of England and planted him self upon the 
soil of America: and that officers of the 
law who, because of his teachings, became 
m artyrs for the law, instead of being offi­ 
cers of the kingdom of Great Britain,'were 
officers of the State of Illinois.” 
In his brief on the law, Grinnell starts 
out with the general proposition that the 
death of officer Dugañ was a m urder re­ 
sulting from a conspiracy to which all of 
the plaintiffs in error were parties ; that its 
general object and design was the over­ 
throw of existing social order and of the 
constituted authorities of the law by force.

frequently 
refers, and

its elaboration only depends the thread 
his argum ent and his refutation of the 
points raised by th e attorneys for the An­ 
archists.

A F R IG H T F U L F A L L . 


A L o co m o tiv e an d F iv e M en H u rled from 
a X ln ety -fo o t T re stle . 
P arkebsbueu (IV. Ya.), March 16th.— 
A horrible accident happened twelve miles 
from here this m orning on the M arietta 
Mineral railway. 
A heavy m ixed train 
had just passed Vincent Station, when the 
train was divided in order to cross more 
safely the trestle, ninety feet high. The 
first section passed over all right. 
W hen 
the engine, bearing engineer H . S. Vincent, 
fireman A lbert Bushley, brakemaR Stew­ 
art, conductor Jack McCoy and a passen­ 
ger 
nam ed 
Early, returned 
for 
the 
other section, and when at the high­ 
est point of the trestle, the engine gave 
a sudden 
jerk and 
plunged 
straight 
down into the abyss below, carrying all on 
board with it. 
Vincent and Bualiley were 
instantly killed. Their bodies were scarcely 
recognizable. Bushley had his head sev­ 
ered from his body, and one leg taken off, 
while V incent was cut in two. Conductor 
McCoy was under the wreck, pinned down 
by the heavy engine. 
It was nearly half 
an hour before he was taken out. In the 
m eantim e escaping steam scalded his head, 
face and body. 
H is recovery is doubtful. 
Brakem au .Stewart was terribly scalded, 
and there are hut faint hopes of his re­ 
covery. Early, the passenger, had both 
legs broken and was internally injured. 
H e is said to be dying. 
The place into which the engine plunged 
is a yawning abyss, at the bottom of which 
is a rocky stream . The section for which 
the engine was returning had passenger 
coaches, loaded, ami the loss of life would 
have been frightful had the accident hap­ 
pened while returning with them . 


C aliforn ia O ran ges in C h icago. 
C h ic ag o , M arch 16th.—A lthough the re­ 
ceipts of oranges from California have in­ 
creased somewhat this week, the m arket 
has ruled steady, w ith no apparent advance 
in prices. Dealers are still hampered with 
a quantity of old common stock, which 
they have heen unable to get rid of, and 
which they are anxious to closeout. W hen 
opportunity offers these are sold at dis­ 
counted prices. Choice fresh and sound 
oranges are in fair demand, and rule steady, 
while the common stock is dull and easy, 
with no dem and to speak of. Receipts 
from Florida of oranges continue to dim in­ 
ish, while considerable quantities are re­ 
ceived from Mexico and other places. Cal­ 
ifornia fruit is quoted as follows: Navel 
oranges (according to quality), $2 75@4; 
bright Riversides, $1 75@2 50; Santa Ana, 
$3(<y3 25; Los Angeles, $2 75@3.

W a s h i n g t o n , M arch 1 6 th .— [Special.]— 
The Secretary of the Interior has affirmed 
the decision of the Commissioner of the 
Land Office in the case of Yager vs. Hay, 
in the Los Angeles District, cancelling 
H ay’s patent. 
He has also asked Mary 
Kerrigan to lile additional proof in support 
of her claim contested by P. and J. J. Mc­ 
Cormick, and cancelled by the Commis­ 
sioner ol the Land Office. 
The Racing Yachts. 
N ew Y ork, March 16th.—Captain Rob­ 
inson, of the steam ship Erin, which ar­ 
rived from London to-day, brought the last 
news from the yachts Coronet and D aunt­ 
less. 
The yachts were seen on Sunday 
night, 230 miles east of the Sandy Hook 
lightship, by the second officer of the Erin 
who was then on duty. The Captain tvas 
not inform ed of th e'b u rn in g of any sig­ 
nals but flare signals, but these were shown 
in such a way that the officer was sure that 
they were not shown by pilots. The night 
was clear, and the wind at the tim e was 
east-northeast and blowing strong. 
The 
schooners were heading east by south. 
This fact alone attracted the attention of 
the officer on duty, for he said it was two 
points nearer the wind than he had ever 
seen pilot boats steer. 
The yachts were 
then close together, and both going along 
under all the sail they could carry. 
O f In te r e st to T ra v elers. 
W ashington, March 16th.—Members of 
the General Passenger and Ticket Agents’ 
Association to day adopted unanim ously a 
resolution which expresses the desire of the 
Association to act in harm ony witii the in ­ 
terstate commerce law. and pledges the 
Association to a strict adherence to its pro 
visions. The Convention adopted a recom 
m endation that the National Association of 
Baggage, Agents allow 150 pounds of bag­ 
gage to he fixed as the lim it for each lull 
ticket, and referred to various local associ­ 
ations the recommendation of the Baggage 
Agents, that a uniform rate of 15 per cent, 
for any excess of baggage be established. 
Transcontinental Traffic.- 
Chicago, M arch 16th.—Representatives 
of the transcontinental railway lines to-day 
finished their tariff-constructing labors, 
having arranged one tariff based on a strict 
explanation of the new Cullom-Reagan 
law. and another tariff designed to meet the 
Canadian Pacific aud water competition. 
The first will be put into effect at once. It 
advances the present rates 50 per cent. The 
attorneys of several roads are instructed to 
present the other tariff to the Interstate 
Commissioners, when appointed, and ask 
that the transcontinental roads be atlowed 
to adopt it, the claim being made that the 
rule strictlv complying with the law will 
drive the railroads out of the through busi­ 
ness.

B uilt on the K u Klux P lan. 
St. Loris, M arch 16th.—Advices from 
Christian county state that excitem ent is 
running high there over a recent tragedy 
near Sparta, in which Charles Green and 
W illiam Eden were called up in the night 
and shot down in cold blood by several 
Bald Knobhers, an organization sim ilar to 
the Ku Klux. 
Every effort is being made 
to ferret out the perpetrators of the brutal 
outrage, and thirteen persons have already 
been arrested and nine more are expected 
to be captured to-day. The people all live 
in the imm ediate vicinity, and are said to 
have been engaged in other lawless acts. 
Their prelim inary exam ination will be 
held in a day or two. All of them protest 
their innocence. 
The B altim ore and Ohio M atter. 
N ew York, March 16th.—A gentleman, 
known to be in the confidence of Alfred 
Sully, authorized to-night the following 
statem ent: "The Baltimore and Ohio m at­ 
ter is in abeyance. There are really no new 
developments, and probably will not be for 
some time. Such a transaction as the one 
that has been given as much publicity can­ 
not be carried through in a day, or a week, 
and if suddenly consummated would per­ 
haps have had effect upon securities gen­ 
erally in this unsettled condition of the 
m arket.” 
M ontana’s B u sh in g : R iv e ra . 
B i-marck, March 16lh—The ice in the Mil- 
souri south of here broke to-day, but did not 
move far. The Yellowstone and Little Mis­ 
souri are full of ice and overflowing their 
banks, destroying railroad bridges and 
other property, i'h e im m ense am ount of 
water from these streams raised the Mis­ 
souri two feet here last night. All the 
boats here are safely státioned on the ways. 
The river is rising rapidly to-night, and the 
ice is loose from the hanks and will prob­ 
ably break when the fifteen-foot rise re­ 
ported from W ashburn, forty m iles above, 
arrives.

A pardon will no doubt be issued to-mor­ 
row, as the Governor has placed him self on 
record as being in favor of clemency. Ford, 
who was a prom inent physician of Shreve­ 
port, came to this city and killed J. C. 
K irkpatrick, who, Ford alleged, had won 
his wife from him . Ford said when he 
pleaded guilty that he did so because he 
did not wish to bring more disgrace on his 
wife or his children by the defense which 
he would be forced to make.

K nights of Honor. 
T he following is a synopsis of the annua! 
report of the Grand Reporter of the Order 
of K night of Honor, read at the opening 
of the Grand Lodge in San Francisco on 
T uesday: 
T he annivtrsary entertainm ent held by 
the order in last June netted the Grand 
Lodge about $300; total cash on hand and 
received in the W . and O. B. fund for the 
term ending December 31,1886, $117,336 02; 
am ount paid to the Suprem e Treasurer 
during said term , $111,988 35, leaving a 
balance of $5.377 67 in the treasuries of 
subordinate Lodges. 
During 1886, 315 
persons were adm itted into the Order, be­ 
sides 60 adm itted by card and 102 rein­ 
stated; a total of 477. 
From this there 
were 56 who withdrew by card, 12 by final 
card, 402 suspended, 1 expelled and 06 
d ied ; a total of 537, being a loss of 60. 
The total num ber of members in this juris­ 
diction at date of December 31, 1885, 
was 4,226, and at date of December 31, 
1886, 4,166, a loss of 60. The total cash re­ 
ceived in the treasuries of subordinate 
Lodges and invested was $54,424 25; dis­ 
bursed, $37,350 03; leaving a baiar.ee of 
$7,678, cash on hand, and $11,395 32 in­ 
vested, a gain of $1,347 01 for the year. 
The sum of $126 000 was paid by the Su­ 
preme Lodge to beneficiaries on 
death 
losses, being $14,011 65 more than actually 
paid in by the ntemders of this jurisdic­ 
tion during the past year. 
The total 
am ount paid into the widows’ and orpnans' 
benevolent fund by the sixty-four m em ­ 
bers who died (two deaths not yet having 
been officially reported) was 
$9,016 90, 
which was an average of $140 $9 each. 
Since the organization of this Grand Lodge 
284 members have died, of that num ber 
four being half-rnte members for the snm 
of $1,000 each and 280 full rates for $2,000 
each, thus entitling their families to the 
sum of $504,000, which has been paid. 
D uringtheir m em bership they paid assess­ 
m ents am ounting to $22,892 70, on average 
of $80 61 each. The report is accompanied 
with a num ber 
of valuable statistical 
tables, giviug the m em bership account, 
finances, inventories, death register and 
other m atters of a like character.
